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Mr. Young Announces 
New Benefits 


During the week of January 6th Mr. Young held nine 
separate meetings with employees to discuss the general state of 
the hospital, our plans for future development and announced 
several new benefits for employees. Hopefully, every employee 
had an opportunity to attend one of the sessions which were 
scheduled throughout the week during all work shifts. It was 
an opportunity for the exchange of ideas and questions; and 
reports indicate that the program was well received by all. We 
hope to hold these meetings with Mr. Young annually, in the 
future. Among the new benefits discussed were, 


Vacations: Employees normally entitled to two (2) weeks 
annual vacation, who have completed five years of continuous 
service by June 1, 1969, will be eligible for an additional week 
of vacation this year. After ten years of service another week 
of vacation is granted bringing entitlement to four weeks an- 
nually. Under the former policy one had to work ten and 
twenty years respectively to receive these benefits. No one, 
however, at the Hospital will be entitled to more than four 
weeks vacation each year. 


Holidays: Another ‘H’ day or personal holiday is granted 
bringing our total to eleven holidays a year. Seven of these are 
named holidays and four are ‘H’ days, or personal holidays. 
When scheduling problems require that an employee work 
on a named holiday he will receive regular pay for the actual 
hours worked and be scheduled for another day off, with pay, 
within thirty days of the named holiday. 


Sick Time: Mr. Young announced that two additional 
sick pay days will be granted this year. This means that em- 
ployes may receive 12 sick pay days each year. Unused sick 
time, as before, is cumulative and may be used for extended 
illness. Perfect attendance in any calendar year is rewarded by 
granting two bonus ‘H’ days the following year. 


One important change in the sick leave policy is that sick 
pay days will be earned with each month of service in the 
future, No longer will new employees have to wait until six 
months of service have been completed to earn paid time off. 
Rather, each employee, new or old, will earn 1 sick pay day 
each month beginning with employment. 


Department Heads and Supervisors have held meetings 
with their employees to discuss these policy changes in further 
detail. If you have any questions regarding personnel policies, 
ask your Supervisor or the Personnel Dept.; we will be glad to 
help you. Soon we hope to have a revised employee handbook 
“You and Special Surgery’—printed which will discuss these 
matters and others at greater length. 


HSS announces new 
benefits for retirees 


Effective January 1, 1969, Mr. Young and the Board of 
Managers announced an increase in the hospitalization insur- 
ance benefits of our retired employees. 

Special Surgery will now pay the full cost of Blue Cross/ 


Blue Shield Senior Care coverage for each retired employee 
and his spouse. 

This represents a considerable saving for retirees, as well 
as relieving some of the concern of illness and its accompany- 
ing financial burdens. 

We are pleased to be able to bring these new benefits to 
our Senior Citizens, in recognition of their long service and 
dedication to HSS.

Recipients may enroll in a school of their own selection 
provided they meet that school’s qualifications. Tuition and 
living expenses are paid according to the costs of the school 
chosen and the candidate’s needs. 

When they graduate, the women must return to the Hos- 
pital for Special Surgery for at least two years. They then 
receive the salary and privileges of all registered nurses at the 
hospital. 

Candidates for the scholarships are judged on the basis 
of theoretical and clinical proficiency, personality, bedside 
manner and dedication to the nursing profession.

Did you know... 


“The disabled person, whatever form his disability takes, 
represents a loss to society because his condition demands 
more than he is able to contribute in return. To reduce this 
loss—wherever possible, to eliminate it completely— is the 
chosen task of the Hospital for Special Surgery.” 


Since 1913, HSS has provided Social Services for its 
patients, recognizing that illness is a reality problem with a 
large social and emotional component. Illness disturbs the 
balance of the patient’s life and the lives of those who are close 
to him. It brings to the sick person isolation, helplessness, de- 
pendency on others, and fear. The Social Service Department 
attempts to intervene in the social and personal difficulties 
generated by physical illness, so that these losses and damages 
may be minimized. 


The Department presently consists of the Director, a 
Casework Supervisor, seven caseworkers, three case aides and 
four secretaries. It is responsible for providing casework serv- 
ices to all clinic patients and all service in-patients who request 
help, or are referred by a physician. Semi-private and private 
patients are also seen on physician’s request. Each caseworker 
is assigned a specific group of patients, and functions as a 
member of the Health Team aiding in understanding the social, 


Arts and Crafts 
for adult patients. 


A craft class for all patients on Floors 6 and 7, is held in 
the 6th floor solarium every Monday evening from 6:30 till 
8:30. Carts are used to transport materials and equipment 
from the 5th floor Recreation Dept. Besides a supervising 
recreation worker there are 5 volunteers all of whom were 
chosen for their skills and experience in craft work. The most 
successful project is copper enameling followed by sewing and 
oil painting. 


Embroidery, knitting, leather work, wood carving, dress- 
making, (a portable sewing machine is available) ceramic 
tiling and lots more are offered. If the patient wishes to do 
something’ but is confined to bed, a project is taken to the bed- 
side. 


Involvement in group activities creates a socially relaxing 
evening, particularly for the newly admitted patient and the 
patient going for surgery the following day. For the busy 
housewife and mother, it may be the first opportunity to begin 
a hobby. Most important, for the long term patient it is a 
break from the medical routine.

economic and emotional factors related to the patient’s illness, 
treatment and recovery. The caseworkers also directly serve 
the patients through their relationships: 1) providing concrete 
assistance (braces, shoes, equipment) ; 2) influencing environ- 
mental change (housing, recreation, school placement); 3) 
facilitating the productive use of community resources to meet 
the needs of patients and families; 4) promoting the well-being 
and morale of the patients and families; 5) enabling patient 
and family to make the most productive use of medical care. 
In addition, the Department serves as a field training place- 
ment for graduate students from Fordham University School 
of Social Work and participates in In-Service education pro- 
grams of other professional departments. With the help of the 
Social Service Committee, the Department arranges for camp- 
ing programs for handicapped children at Southampton Fresh 
Air Home for HSS. Various members of the Department serve 
on Hospital committees to assist in giving better patient care 
through its various services. :
